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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-10 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The claims recites the term RE however there is no R in the formulae. 
Claim 1 recites the limitation "R" . There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such fall, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The term R has certain definitions however none of the compounds disclosed nor the 
formulae have theR. 

Putting the R into the formulae would constitute new matter. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the specification, while 
being enabling for the compounds , does not reasonably provide enablement for the prodrugs. 
The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. 

In re Wands, 858 F.2d 731, 737, 8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1988). 

There are many factors to be considered when determining whether there is sufficient evidence 
to support a determination that a disclosure does not satisfy the enablement requirement and 
whether any necessary experimentation is "undue". These factors include 1) the breadth of the 
claims, 2) the nature of the invention, 3) the state of the prior art, 4) the level of one of ordinary 
skill, 5) the level of predictability in the art, 6) the amount of direction provided by the inventor, 
7) the existence of working examples, and 8) the quantity of experimentation needed to make or 
use the invention based on the content of the disclosure. In re Wands, 858 F.2d 731, 737, 8 
USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1988). 

1) The breadth of the claims: The instant claims encompass many compounds from having 
many large electron withdrawing and bulky groups substituted on it to a moiety having many 
various size heterocyclic rings. These compounds cover a wide range of compounds. 

2) The nature of the invention: The invention is a substituted carboline compound that is 
useful to treat neurological disorders. 

3) The state of the prior art: There is little know in the treatment of anxiety and depression 
and state of the prior art is that it involves screening in vitro and invivo to determine which 
compounds exhibit the desired pharmacological activities. There is no abosolute predictability 
and no established correlation between in vitro activity and the treatment of neurological 
disorders, in view of the seemingly high level of skill in the art. The existence of these 
obstacles establishes that the contemporary knowledge in the art would prevent one of 
ordinary skill in the art from accepting any therapeutic regimen on its face. 

4) The level of one of ordinary skill: The ordinary artisan is highly skilled. 

5) The level of predictability in the art: It is noted that the pharmaceutical art is 
unpredictable , requiring each embodiment to be individually assessed for physiological activity. 
In re Fisher, 427 F. 2d 833, 166 USPQ 18(CCPA 1970) indicates that the more unpredictable an 
area is, the more specific enablement is necessary in order to satisfy the statue. The level of 
unpredictability is in the art is very high. The compounds which differ by a methyl group also 
show different properties, for e.g. theophylline and caffeine. One of them is a bronchodialator 
and they differ only by a methyl group. 
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6) The amount of direction provided by the inventor: The inventor provides very little 
direction in the instant specification. There are no examples with the different prodrugs 
substitutions . The only data provided is for two compounds MQT1 and MQT2. 

7) The existence of working examples: The instant specification does not have any working 
examples. 

8) The quantity of experimentation needed to make or use the invention based on the 
content of the disclosure: Since there are no working examples, the amount of experimentation 
is very high and burdensome. 

Taking the above eight factors into consideration, it is not seen where the instant 
specification enables the ordinary artisan to make and/or use the instantly claimed invention.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated byWO9200295 
Molino Bruce et al (US 5162336) . 

The reference discloses compounds of the formula (Also see claim 8 of us patent). 
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All the above disclosed compounds read on the carbolines "prodrugs" 
Where the N or the CH or C=0 group has a substituted which makes the compound a 
prodrug. 

The z and y is such that it forms a 5 or a six membered ring. 
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Conclusion 



Claims 1-7 are not found to be allowable. 

The method of treating neurological disorders such as depression and anxiety would be 
allowable.
